Washington, April 12.—The war department prepared today to 
issue instructions to recruiting officers which wiU be in effect a call 
for 500,000 volunteers to fill up the regular army and the ezifting 
units of the national guard. 


All recruits enlisted since the declaration of war and those to ,be 
enlisted here after will be notified that they will be discharged at the 
close of the war, putting them in the status of wartime volunteers. 


A total of 4,355 men 
already' 


have been enrolled in the regular 
army who will come under such a 
status. 
This number of recruits 
was accepted during the first ten 
days after the passage of the reso- 
lution. 


Analysis of the pending administra- 
tion bill as it affects the regular a r m y 
and

shows 
that 
provision Is made for the absorption 
of 517,618 volunteers. 
Of these 161,- 
159 will be needed to fill up the reg- 
ular army and 206,349 for the nation- 
al guard.

Despite

strokes against the Germans along 
the line from Lens to St. Quentin. 


Apiparently devoting the greater 
part of their attention to the im- 
portant sector of the line near Vimy 
ridge, the key position on the north- 
em end of the front which they have 
captured, the British today drove 
against 
two important 
positions 
north of the ridge and 
captured 
them. 


This blow was driven home just 
southwest of Lens and enabled the 
British to advance their lines on both 
sides of the Souchez river. 


All German attempts to regain on 
the ridge itself have been foiled. 
The Germans tried twice last night 
to drive Gen. Haig's troops from the 
positions they had established on the 
northern end of the ridge but the ma- 
chine guns broke up the assaults 
with heavy German losses. 


Further south progress for the 
British below the river Scarpe, where 
Monchy-le-Praix was captured yes- 
terday, is reported. 


Much importance is attached to 
the resumption by the French of the 
general attack. Seemingly they are 
giving the Germans in the region 
southwest of Laon all they can at- 
tend to, preventing any reinforce- 
ments from this sector of the lines 
menaced by the British offensive. The 
main drive by Gen. Nivelle's force 
was launched along the three and 
one-half mile front from Coucy La- 
velle to Vincy-Basse. A considerable 
gain of ground was made here, taking 
the French to the southwestern edge 
of the upper Coucy forest. There is 
ervery evidence that this attack was 
carefully prepared by extensive ar- 
tillery fire, and there would be little 
suiprise if it developed into a con- 
tinuous offensive.

Goethals, 
builder of the P a n a m a canal, has been 
.selected to supervise the construction 
piogram which is expected to Involve 
within the next year a total tonnage 
of three million tons or more than now 
is ])uilding in all the shipyards in the 
world. 


Built for the most part of pine and

Such a 
number, 
officials believe, 
constantly 
augmented in the months that follow 
will 
render 
it absolutely 
impossible 
for Germany to maintain her blockade 
with any degree of effectiveness. 


In their calculations the

and shipping board have had the ad- 
vice of allied naval authorities 
and 
have computed 
carefully the 
ability 
of the Gei inan U-boats to cope with 
large numbeis of mei'chantmen. 


They aj e convinced that by building 
ships of only 2,000 or 3,000 tons and 
forcing Germany to pay with a tor- 
pedo for each one sent to the bottom 
the United 
States soon can

Salutes Americans. 


The premier said he w a s h a p p r in 
the position of being the first British 
minister of 
the crown speaking 
on 
behalf of the people of the country to 
salute the American nation as com- 
rades in arms. 
He was glad and proud, 
he rejoiced, as a democrat, he declared, 
at the advent of the United States in 
this conflict. 


"In three years we tried every kind 
of blunder," said Mr. 
Lloyd-George, 
"we got into every bunker. 
But now 
we have got a good niblick stroke and 
we are right out into the course. 


"It is worth America's while to study 
our blunders and begin where we are 
now. 
I a m so glad the United States 
is sending naval and military experts 
to this country to exchange views with 
men who have been through the anx- 
ious years of the war." 


Ships Mean Victory. 


Absolute assurance of victory, 
the 
premier said, was to be found in the 
word "ships." 
He saw that the United 
States realized this fully and had ar- 
ranged to build a thousand ships for 
the Atlantic. 


Field Marshal von Hindenburg, the 
premier went on, had declared 
that 
German submarines would put Eng- 
land out of business befoi-e the United 
States was ready. 


"He does not know America," the 
premier declared. 
He added that von 
Hindenburg's prophecy was as "false 
as his famous liixe, which we 
have 
broken already." 
The United States, 
the speaker continued, had the noble 
tradition of never having engaged in 
war exbept for liberty. 
He asserted 
the present war was the greatest strug- 
gle for liberty upon wihch 
America 
had ever embarked. 


Can See Peace Coming. 


He rejoiced more in the knowledge 
that America was going to win 
the 
right to sit at the conference 
table 
when terms 
of peace 
were decided 
than the resources which 
she 
will 
bring to the allies. 


"I can see peace coming no\v," the 
premier declared. 
He said it Avould 
not be a peace 
which would 
mean 
endless preparation 
for 
strife 
and 
bloodshed, but "a real peace which this 
old world has never known." 


Strange things had happened in this 
war, he declared, and stranger things 
were to come. 
Today a 
devastating 
war was being waged.

dred men to the company. 
Many com- 
panies now have as low as sixty-five 
men. 
A war 
department 
statement 
was issued today to make plain that 
the national guard recruiting had not 
been discontinued. 


"Such an impression is not correct," 
the statement says, "and 
department 
commanders have been informed that 
national guard organizations m a y be 
recruited 
to 
the 
m a x i m u m 
peace 
strength for the regular army." 


Recruiting 
of 
the 
guard 
to 
war 
strength will not be undertaken until 
congress has authorized the emergen- 
cy enlistment contract to hold during 
the war. 


Otherwise men would be 
required 
to obligate themselves to six years' ser- 
vice in the guard, irrespective of the 
present emergency. 
It is felt that this 
would be unfair to men who wish to 
volunteer for the war only. 


No decision has yet been announced 
as to the hope that the states m a y in- 
crease the number of units to the full 
quota authorized by the national de- 
fense act. 
If every state took 
that 
step twelve full divisions of a national 
guard would be available with a peace 
strength of 440,000 enlisted men and 
a war strength of approximately 650,- 
000. 
Many additional officers would 
be required, however, to organize the 
new units and that m a y result in de- 
laying this movement of mobilization.

1 Gen. Scott, Commander of Our Army, Entered West Point at Age of 18~Union k 
1 
Army Officer Was Idol of His Boyhood Dreams. 
| 


(First article of a series t h a t will 
tell tho personal side of tho lives of 
the m e n who will m a k e new American 
history—the m e n w h o will c o m m a n d 
Uncle Sam's forccs in our w a r with 
Germany.)

Washington, April 12.—Chief 
com- 
m a n d of the United States a r m y in 
our war with Germany falls upon a 
broad-shouldered, square-Jawed, gray- 
moustached 
m a n 
of 
64, 
who 
has 
proven his abilities both as a 
fighter 
and army administrator In most of the 
difficult situations that have confront- 
ed the United States In the last thi|-ty 
years—Gen. H u g h Lenox Scott. 


As chief of staff, Scott is military 
adviser to the president and the m a n 
to whom the president, as commender- 
in-chief, will look for guidance in de- 
termining the a r m y program. 


Scott has had, as has perhaps no 
other man in the army, the necessary 
combination of active field service and 
broad administrative experience. 


He has the knack of 
harmonizing 
differences of opinion and getting per- 
sons of opposing views behind the job, 
as no other person in our a r m y ever 
had. 
And in this war—which is not 
to be fought "on our own 
hook"— 
co-operation between our armies and 
other armies, artd 
our 
commanders 
and other commanders, must be abso- 
lute. 


Scott was born 
at 
Danville, 
Ky., 
geptember 22, 1853. 
His father and 
grandfather, ministers, died when he 
ivas young, and the hero of his boyish 
dreams was an uncle, David Hunter, 
a m a j o r general in the Union army. 
This uncle led 
him 
to 
enter 
West 
Point as a cadet in 1871. 


Graduated in '77, Scott was station- 
ed in the west, where Indian uprisings 
were giving the government 
trouble. 
F r o m the outset he evinced and de- 
veloped an Interest In the red 
m a n 
which, high officials have 
declared, 
has "probably prevented more Indian 
wars in this country than have sln<ft 
been fought." 


Scott mingled 
with 
the 
Indians, 
learning their language, customs and 
habits of thought. 
He won the head 
men's confidence and spent hours in 
their tepees. 
He 
became 
probably 
more expert in the Indian sign lan- 
guage than any other white man. 


His influence soon extended overall 
the dangerous Indians of the west— 
the 
Nez 
Perce, 
Crows, 
Apaches, 
Kiovvas, 
Kickapooa, 
Comaches 
and 
Cheyennes. 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles said 
in an official statement on file in the 
adjutant 
general's 
office: 
"I 
think 
there is not a white m a n Hvinff who 
cfiin talH with Indians aa inttlllfeatly« 


as Lieut. Scott." 


During tho war with Spain. Scott, 
then a captain, served as adjutant gen- 
eral in Cuba, which position he con- 
tinued to hold after the war, 
under 
Gen. 
Wood 
as 
military 
governor. 
Wood said: "I selected Col. Scott sole- 
ly upon his 
well-known 
record 
for 
efficiency, reliability, iaithfulness, tact 
and judgment; and his performance 
of duty has entirely justified the wis- 
dom of my choice." 


Scott next was made governor of 
the Sulu archipelago and later .lolo, 
Philippine 
Islands. 
He 
abolished 
slavery among the Sulus and directed 
the campaign that effectively subdued 
Moro uprisings. 


In no campaign did Scott ever ask 
service of a soldier that he was not 
willing to render himself. 


An instance, as cited from war de- 
partment records, is his conduct when 
in charge of a scouting party trying to 
locate a band of Crow Indians com-

mitting depredations in 
southeastern 
Montana. 
Rivers were running fulL 
Tho trail led to the Little Missouri. 
15.0 yards wide, in the Short Pine hills. 
A line was made of the lash and sling 
ropes of the pack train and a

made for volunteers to carry one end 
of the line across the river. 
Two n^en 
responded, but 
a f t e r 
stripping 
and 
testing the Ice-cold water, declined to 
go. 
Scott tied the line about his waist, 
plunged in, and managed to-reach the 
other bank.

After his return from the 
Philip- 
pines. Scott was for four years super- 
intendent and commandant of 
West 
Point. During President Taft's admin- 
istration he was chiefly engaged 
In 
keeping down Indian uprising». 
He 
was named chief-of-staflf by President 
Wilson, November 17, 1917. 


Under peace-time regulations. Scott 
would be retired from the a r m y Sep- 
tember 22. a t which time he will reach 
the age of 64. But If the United'States 
is still at war in September, there will 
be no retirement for Gen. Scott. H» 
never did give up in the mlddl* of a 
fight, and he's not ready to bi^^ln luiw»

food riots not only in liinigry ICurope, jiot 
only in congested N'ew Voik, but in {'hi- 
c«go, the very heart of the greatest food- 
pivdiicing regio)i in the world. 
These 
riots are atlribiited to 
prices, but 


high prices mean something. 
They do 
not con\o of themselves, nor when tliere 
is an abundance of food. Therefore, when 
the police are called out 
(o ]>tit down 
the riots, it is well that statesmen ami 
tliose in 
authority 
inquire 
into 
the 
causes, particularly now as we enler the 
greatest. struf;gle in all history. 


People Ignorant of Shortage. 


"Peofde do jiof generally know that a 
real shortage of foorl exist«. They do not 
know that tiie last two years have been 
lean years upon the iaiul, and that as 
inatter.s staiul today, nnless the coining 
season should be extremely exceptional, 
a serious situation would confront us. 
When tlie food supply of Europe was cut 
down by war, tliey—the allies, at lea.st- - 
could look to importation, but no such 
prospect is held out to America. 
We. 
are ,Tt the end of the line, and if wo 
fail that ends it. 


'People generally do not realize I lie 
extent to which labor lias been deserting 
the land for the last half dozen year.s and 
erecting conditions of enifiloyrrient. that- 
tend strongly to cut oil' the food su[ij)ly. 


for the fanner cannot operate his farm 
on the eight-lionr plan nor according to 
union rules. 
By the use of large and 
still larger niacliinery; tlie fanner has 
done the best he could to make good the 
loss. 
He has worked his boys early and 
late and still he cannot work his acres for 
high yields. 
Some latids are lieing aban- 
doned and turned into chea]) pasturage. 
The wi'iter has seen crops plowed undei", 
while he knows of harvests ungathereU 
because labor could not be had for the 
gathering. 
No wonder the farmer works 
twelve to sixteen liours n day, and no 
wonder a considerable numlier are forced 
back into the self-sufficing system Avith 
no hoiie of working the land to the best 
ad\ antage.

Ought to Get Military Pay. 


"The.se men and boys should all receive 
the regular military pay, be uniformed, 
organized, and in every way recognized 
as in the public service. 
They should bo 
quartered at agricultural caiiijis located 
at convenient points upon land rented by 
the government 
and suitable 
for the 
growth of small fniits, vegetables, cot- 
ton and tobacco—crops that require much 
hand labor under conditions that make 
supervision feasible. 


"Every attemj»t 
should be made to 
place as many of them as possible upon 
actual farms, under furlough and off gov- 
ernment pay, the workman-soldier to be 
])aid by the fanner tlie 'going wage' of 
the locality, it being understood that if 
dis.satisfaction arises, the man shall re- 
turn to camp and the lower wage. 


'The camp should be under military 
discipline and frequent but not exacting 
drill, for the first business is food prfi- 
duction. and for this purpose the little 
'army' should be under agricultural lead- 
ers skilled in the production of the spe- 
cial crops to be grown at the particular 
camp. 
There should also be located in 
connection with 
these camps 
facilities 
for drying and otherwise prejiaring food 
for preservation and transportation. 
Poissibilities Are Great. 
'In this way shortage of food may be 
avoided. 
Not only tiiat. the machinery 
is at hand for pushing the supply to any 
desired level, and that, too, wliile men 
and boys are getting a degree of military 
training, whicli will be of value to those 
who later may enter the regular service. 
The only rea] question 
is: 
Will 
the 
I'nited States mobilize as definitely for 
food as it will for fighting? 
In consider- 
ing this question, it is hardly necessary 
to point out the importance of having no 
more food riots in this country while thi; 
war lasts.

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Should Work Both Ways. 


It is proposed that as a measure to encourage farmers to increase 
their acreage of foodstuffs the government guarantee a minimum 
cie'e. This is specially urged as the thing to do in respect of wheat 
and corn. Any recourse that will effect the necessary increase of 
crops leaves little or nothing to be said against it, for the country is 
facing a dire situation. But it will he a poor rule that cannot be made 
to work both ways. If the farmers arc to have guarantee that the 
great crops shall not operate to reduce prices below the profit line, the 
people should also have hostage that the maximum price shall not rise 
above their reach. In short, the government should take steps to pre- 
vent speculations in foodstuffs. . 


This invites the attention of an instrumentality already created 
aud in effective working order. Tlie federal trade commission was de- 
signed to that purpose and already lias rendered valuable service of 
the sort. It should go fartlier than it yet has gone in smashing the 
criminal conspiracies of the price-iixers. If the commission is in any 
respect or to any degree wanting in complete authority of law, con- 
gress should supply the legal dchcicucies. The commission, working 
with the national food director just named by the national council of 
defense, ought to be able to afford protection to the public. 


War is always the occasion on which unpatriotic avarice battens 
and this war Avill be no exception if latitude be given for ruthless 
speculation. It is not to be doubted that the people of this country arc 
becoming well aroused not only to the necessities that confront 
them, but to patriotic duty. There will be country-wide response to 
the appeal for greater food production aud for food conservation. The 
great masses of the people here and in the countries at war, whicli 
must largely depend upon us for food, should not be exposed to the 
repacities of those whose only devotion is to gain. 


The Indiana Anti-Saloon league has refused to make common 
cause and join effort with the Indiana Dry federation to put prohi- 
bition in the state's new constitution. All other temperance forces in 
the state are reported to have pledged co-operation with the Dry fed- 
eration. It is unfortunate that this difference between the federation 
and the league is to prevent a complete solidarity of the prohibition 
elements. While there appears no reason to question that prohibition 
will go into the new organic law of the state, surety could be better 
made of the prospect if all the elements in favor of it were laboring to- 
gether in concord and with energy toward that achievement. The Dry 
federation as the chief factor in the enactment of statutory prohi- 
bition set out to consolidate the prohibition elements. The Anti-Sa- 
loon league was ready to be consolidated, but appears t» have wanted 
to assume some sort of paramountcy in the coalition and that was dis- 
tasteful to the league. This ought not to be, if the reports are found- 
ed. The final triumph for prohibition will not be made easier or more 
certain by diversions and jealousies. 


Again let George do it. General *George Goethals, who built the 
Panama canal after others had failed to get on well with it, has been 
designated by the president to build one thousand wooden ships of 
light draft for trans-Atlantic traffic, a measure designed to put pretty 
crimps in the German U-boat campaign. George will do it and once 
again show us just how much and how much more the country is in his 
debt.

Oliver Hazard Perry, hero oi' Lake rJrn', 
was 12 years of age when he entered the 
United States navy as a midshipman. 


He was born at South Kingston, R. I., 
A u ^ s t 21, 1785. 
He served in the Tri- 
politan war and was in the Mediter- 
ranean in 1804, as lieutenant. 


At the beginning of the war of 1812 
Perry commanded a 
fleet 
of seventeen 
gunboats off Newport harbor. 
Tiring of 
inactive service, he asked to be trans- 
ferred to the lakes which the British 
held. 


There Perry fought «ne of the mo.st 
brilliant battles of the war. The Ameri- 
can 
fleet 
consisted, of one brig, one 
schooner, three sloops and xnree gun- 
boats, headed by the flagship Tjawrenee. 
In the British fl^eet were six ships which 
had more guns than Perry's eight. 


He met the enemy off Put-in-Bay, near 
Sandusky, O., on the morning of Sep- 
tember 10, 1813. 


At the 
masthead of 
the Lawrence 
waved a flag on which were the famous 
commander's words, "Don't give up the 


ajiii)." 


The Lawrence was the center of fire 
by the enemy. 
It was badly wrecked 
and nearly the whole crew was disabled, 
when Commodore Perry 
and the half 
dozen officers left loweied a boat. 
Car- 
rying the commander's flag, Perry was 
vowed over to the Niagara, while shots 
from the British ships burst about them. 


Tliat incident made Perry the hero of 
fjake Erie. 
Tt put more confidence jn 
his men and they fought on with such 
vigor they captured six prizes and won 
one of the most famous victories of the 
war. 


After the battle, Perry wrote General 
Harrison, in command of thp land forces: 


"We have met the enemy and they aro 
ours; two ships, two brigs, one schuouer 
and one sloop." 


Perry was made captain and co-cfper- 
ated with Ceneral Harrison in an in- 
\asion of Canada. 
Jn 1819 he command- 
ed the naval station in the West Indies, 
and fell a victim to vellow fever there, 
.August 23, 1820.

Women's Clubs Federation 
Speaker Preaches Do- 
mestic Economy. 


iN'ew Orleans, La., April 12.—Prac- 
tice by women of economy in Ameri- 
can homes by budgeting the family 
income, exercising 
wisdom 
in pur- 
chases, eliminating waste of food and 
sub-stitution of cheaper and more nu- 
tritious foods for those high in price, 
was urged by Mrs. Joseph C. Gawler. 
of North Yakima, Wash., chairman of 
the home economic department of the 
National 
{«"ederation 
of 
Women's 
clubs, in the council meeting of the 
federation here today. 
Mrs. Gawler 
also .suggested the planting of laome 
gaidens and the canning of surplus 
food products. 


Quoting from a recent statement of 
tho secretary of agriculture that there 
was in this country an annual food 
waste of about $700,000,000, resulting 
chiefly from 
bad 
preparation and 
cooking and 
improper 
care in the 
handling of food, Mrs. Gawler said: 


"When an official of the govei nment 
feels it necessary to call attention to 
inefficient home 
management 
as a 
contributing cause 
to 
the nation's 
dilema, is it not time for women to 
make a real and earnest study of the 
subject of home economics and relieve 
themselves of this stigma?" 


Speaking of tiie high cost of wom- 
en's dress, Mrs'. Gawler declared: "Our 
hope is that it will strengthen our 
plea to women to adopt a sensible, yet 
artistic, 
becoming 
street 
dress, and 
tlien wear it till it can no longer be 
worn. 
Although 
women are e.xperi- 
menting in some parts of the country 
with standaidized 
.street 
suits, and 
generally approve the suggestion, Mrs. 
Gawler .said the women lack the cour- 
age to wear them. 


Pointing out the necessity of setting 
the right example to young girls in 
dress, Mrs. Gawler suggested that if 
other moans 
failed, 
such 
girls be 
placed 
upon an allowance sufficient 
only for actual needs and compelled 
to make their own clothes. 
"No other 
method," she said, "will sooner bring" 
a girl to a realization of standards and 
valuec." 


Clinices for DeliiiqueiiLs. 


Establishment of a clinic in every 
center of population 
to 
study and 
classify the criminal and delinquent 
and to ascertain the source of crim- 
inality was suggested by Mrs. John B. 
Webb, of Glen Ridge. N. J., chairman 
of the departjnent of industrial and 
social conditions of the General F e d - 
eration. in an address before the coun- 
cial of that organization here today. 


"Reform of the Prison System" was» 
the subject of Mrs. Webb's address, in 
which she .set forth for discussion of 
the members the chief questions to be 
solved in refi)rming the criminal or 
"remaking the delinquent into some- 
thing fit for service in an honest' and 
intelligent 
citizenship." 


The federation, Mrs. WebB said, wai 
committed by its last biennial conven- 
tion to participate in the mo.vemen» 
lor the investigation and reorsanlza- 
tlon of tho prisoii;i and Jail system«. 


This, she declared, though a nation- 
wide movement, "must necessarily be 
the work of the individual states or 
localities." 


In 
suggesting a course of study, 
Mrs. Webb pi oposed the organizatiou 
of a "crimnological clinic" in which, 
with the aid of a 
physician and 
psychiatrist, it might be ascertained 
"who is to blame, the criminal or th<> 
society that made or allowed the con- 
ditions of his inheritance and environ- 
ments." 


"When it comes to a question of ac- 
tion there is but one wise an deffi- 
cient couise for the clubs to follow," 
said Mrs. Webb. 
"That is to co-op- 
erate with national associations work- 
ing in the individual states, or with 
.State and local .societies. 
The first 
step is always investigation. 
If con- 
ditions in the 
correctional 
institu- 
tions in the state, county or town are 
to be changed, first accurately ascer- 
tain what those conditions are. It is 
necessary to have expert aid in these 
investigations. 
Then, the conditions 
ascertained, get the facts before the 
general public, whose favorable ver- 
dict is the condition of the accom- 
plishment of the reform." 


•SavlMg of Dunes Presented. 


Conservation 
projects 
in 
which 
women a r e taking active part or live- 
ly interest were 
described 
by Mrs. 
.iohn Dickinson Sherman of Ciiicago, 
chairman of the conservation 
depart- 
ment of the federation. 


Speaking of the work of the mem- 
bers of women's clubs. Mrs. Sherman 
said the Dunes National park and Mis- 
sissip))l National park were especially 
intere.sting undertakings. 
In the at- 
tempt to establish the Dunes park she 
said the members of women's clubs in 
Illinois, Indiana and Michigan, would 
ti'V to raise more than $1.000,000 for 
the purchase of the land. The L'nited 
States government had been asked to 
appropriate SL'l'.'i.OOO for the ¡JUiohase 
of land for the ?Ji.ssi.ssippi Valley Na- 
tional paik. 


Reviewing the propre.ss 
in 
estab- 
lishing national parks last year. Mr.s. 
Siierman said the Hawaii, Lassen V'ol- 
canic and McKinloy 
National 
park.s 
had been created, 
Rocky 
Mountaiti 
park enlarged and the privately own- 
ed big trees in Sequoia park had been 
saved. 


Mrs. Sherman urged the women to 
exercise their influence in behalf of 
the Grand Canyon National park bill 
in congre.ss. 


The conservation department of the 
federation, she said, i.s concentrating 
its efforts to .save the insectivorous 
birds by education of 
public 
school 
children, the passage by congress of 
the migratory 
bird treaty bill, state 
legislation prohibiting 
the 
sale 
of 
feathers of native birds as the only 
way of stopping women f r o m wearing 
them, and the elimination of the stray 
cat by a nation-wide system of licens- 
ing. 


Would Preserve Folk Miisie. 


Preservation of the folk-music of 
America, the songs of fast vanishing 
types of people; was urged by Mis. 
William D. Steele, of Sedalia, Mo., 
chairman of the music department of 
the federation. 


"The songs of the Louisiana creole, 
the plantation negro of the south, tlie 
«lanco music of the Mexican peon on 
our border, the wild song of the west- 
ern cowboy, the plaintive melodies of

thirly-five in the civil war, forty-tive in 
the Spanish war and forty-eight today. 
'The stri|>es v.ere changed first from thir- 
teen to fifteen and then back again to 
thirteen.

Can Be Thoroughly Disin- 
fected of Scab by Corro- 
sive Sublimate. 


Washington, April 12.—The disinfec- 
tion of seed potatoes by soaking in cor- 
rosive sublimate or in formaldehyde is 
recommended by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture as a mcastire 
that will tend to improve the germina- 
tion and lessen the danger of scab. 


Such treatment 
is, on 
the whole, 
profitable, but has several 
limitations 
which should be clearly recognized to 
prevent disappointment. 
The object of 
disinfecting seed potatoes is to destroy 
the germs 
of scab and 
other surface 
parasites 
which might 
otherwise be 
planted with the seed and infect the new 
crop. Only surface infections are reached 
by this method. 
It is only partially ef- 
fective against deep pits of common scab. 
Neither corrosive 
sublimate nor 
for- 
maldehyde, as ordinarily used, will de- 
stroy silver scurf. 
Either one will kill 
surface infections of blackleg, but'neither 
will reach the internal infections com- 
mon 
in tubers 
from blackleg 
hills. 
Neither Fusarium wilt nor late blight in- 
fection in potato tubers can be reached 
by any seed treatment, nor can any of 
the non-parasitic diseases of potatoes, 
such as mosaic, leaf roll and curly dwarf, 
thus be prevented. 
See farmers' bulletin 
644 for descriptions of these troubles. 
Select Disease-Free Seed. 


Clearly,-therefore, the most important 
precaution against these diseases is to 
select clean, disease-free seed potatoes 
from healthy, vigorous plants, as deter- 
mined by 
field 
inspection 
during 
the 
growing season and at harv^est. 
Seed 
treatment should then be applied as an 
additional precaution. 
It will not be 
oiTective, however, if the soil where the 
potatoes are to be planted is already full 
of disease. 
Soil Conditions and Potato Diseases. 


Soil 
condiiion.s have an important re- 
lation to potato tuber diseases, and many 
of thc.se are widely spread throughout 
the country, and perhaps native to soni'j' 
soils. Common scab is favored by a neu- 
tral or .'^lightly aiknline soil, and seldom 
gives trouble in acid soils. 
It therefore 
is increased by liming and by fresh stable 
manure, wood ashes and alkaline ferti- 
lizer.s, such as nitrate of soda and ground 
bone, wliile acid phosphate and sulphate 
of ammonia tend to diminish scab. 


Rhizoctonia occurs in some extent in 
nearly all soils, but appears to attack 
potatoes most when the conditions are 
unfavorable to the best development of 
the potato plant. 
Bring the land to an 
ideal state of tilth to minimize loss from 
Rhizoctonia. 


Powdery scab is worst on cold, wet or 
poorly drained soils. 
Blackleg, on the 
otlier liand, is carried by infected seed. 
No potatoes sliowinij a deep brown dis- 
coloration st the stem end should be 
pla nted. 


Sulphur tend? 
to prevent 
common 
scab. 
It is not a substitute for cor- 
7-<)?iv(! í^iiblimíitc' or formaldehyde, but is 
a good drier for rut seed. 
Applied to 
srab-iiitVflfd soils at 
the rate of ,^00 
poiiirds per acre it reauces the .scab, but, 
sucli iieavy applications cannot generally 
be rcoomniendcd as profitable. 
Prelimi- 
nary cx]ipriniental trials are advised. 


• How to Disinfect Seed. 


I( is ronsiderpfl better to treat 
po- 
tntoo.- before they ar':' rut into seed, es- 
pcciHlly if the cut seed is to be very 
sniall. 
Put into tlie solution all the po- 
tatoes it will cover and keep the batch 
covejed by the'.solution for the period 
named under the treament being used. 


1"be formaldehyde treatment consists 
in soaking the potatoes, before cutting, 
for two hours in a solution made by ad- 
ding one pint of formaldehyde to thirty 
gallons of water. 
The solution can be 
used repeatedly. 
The gas treatment id 
no longer recommended. 


The corrosive sublimate treatment 
more effective than fonnaldehye, par- 
ticularly against Rhizoctonia, or russet 
seab, and powdery scab. 
Corrosive sub- 
limate is u.sod at the rate of 1-1,000 for 
one and one-half to two hours. 
Dissolve 
two ounces of the salt in hot water and 
dilute to fifteen gallons. This is a deadly 
poison. 
Use with great care. 
It m.ust 
be kej)t in wood, porcelain or glass ves- 
sels, as it attacks metal. 
Seed so treated 
must not be used in the household or left 
where animals can reach it. 


In using the corrosive sublimate dip 
it has been found that the solution be- 
comes weaker each time it is used. 
The 
degree to which the disinfectant is taken 
out of the solution varies according to 
the amount of dirt on the potatoes, the 
character of the water, and the kind of 
container: 
For practical purposes it will 
be sufficient to add one ounce of dis- 
solved corrosive sublimate to each thirty 
gallons of solution after each batch of po- 
tatoes has been treated. 
When this has 
been done four times, throw away the 
old solution and prepare new solution. 


To treat large quantities of potatoes, 
set several barrels on a slightly elevated 
platform. 
Fit a plug in a hole in the 
bottom of each barrel, fill with potatoes, 
cover with solution, let stand two hours, 
draw off solution, and pour into another 
barrel. Increase the number of barrels in 
proportion to the quantity to be treated. 
Another method is to use a large wooden 
vat or trough, into which the potatoes 
in sacks are lowered by a rope and pulley 
and later hauled out, drained and dried 
on storage bins. 


Sprouted 
potatoes 
are 
injured 
by 
treatment, 
but will 
throw out 
new 
sprouts. 
In general, however, potatoes 
will not be injured 
by following the 
above directions. 
Many growers believe 
germination is improved by treatment.

MEN WHO WILL MAKE AMERICAN HISTORY 1 


| Gen. Scott, Commander of Our Army, Entered West Point at Age of IS— Union 


Ariny Officer Was Idol of His Boyhood Dreams.

Germany.)

Washington, April 13.—Chief com- 


mand of the United States army in 
our war with Germany falls upon a 
broad-shouldered, square.Jawed, gray- 
mouatached man 
of 64, who has 


proven his abilities both as a fighter 
and army administrator In most of the 
difficult situations that have confront- 
ed the United States in the last thirty 
years—Gen. Hugh Lenox Scott. 


As chief of staff, Scott is military 


adviser to the president and the man 
to whom the president, as commender- 
In-chief, will look for guidance In de- 
termining the army program. 


Scott has had, as has perhaps no 


other man in the army, the necessary 
combination of active field service and 
broad administrative experience. 


He has the knack of harmonizing 


differences of opinion and getting per- 
sons of opposing views behind the job, 
as no other person in our army ever 
had. And In this wa.r—which is not 
to be fought "on our own hook"— 
co-operation between our armies and 
other armies, and our commanders 
and other commanders, must bo abso- 
lute. 


Scott was born at Danville, Ky., 


September 22, 1853. His father and 
grandfather, ministers, died when he 
was young, and the hero of his boyish 
dreams was an uncle, David Hunter, 
a major general in the Union army. 
This uncle led him to enter West 
Point as a cadet in 1871. 


Graduated in '77, Scott was station- 


ed in the west, where Indian uprisings 
were giving the government trouble. 
From the outset he evinced and de- 
veloped' an interest in the red man 
which, high officials have declared, 
has "probably prevented more Indian 
wars In this country than have since 
been fought." 


Scott mingled 
with the 
Indians, 


learning their language, customs and 
habits of thought. He won the head 
men's confidence and spent hours in 
their topees. 
Ho 
became probably 


more expert, in the Indian sign lan- 
guage than any other white man. 


His influence soon extended overall 


the dangerous Indians of the west— 
th« 
Xez 
Perco, 
Crows, Apaches, 


Kiowas, 
KickapooH, Comnchcs 
and 


fihcyennes. 
Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles said! 


in an official statement on file in the 
adjutant general's 
office: 
"I think 


there is not. a wl;ite man living who 
can talk with Indians as intelligently 


as Lieut. Scott." 


During the war with Spain, Scott, 


then a captain, served as adjutant gen- 
eral in Cuba, which position he con- 
tinued to hold after the war, under 
Gen. 
Wood as 
military governoi-. 


Wood said: "I selected Col. Scott sole- 
ly .upon his well-known record for 
efficiency, reliability, faithfulness, tact 
and judgment; anil his performance 
of duty has entirely justified the wis- 
dom of my choice." 


Scott next was made governor of 


the Sulu archipelago and later .lolo, 
Philippine 
Islands. 
He 
abolished 


slavery among the Snlus and directed 
the campaign that effectively subdued 
Moro uprisings. 


In no campaign did Scott over ask 


service ot a soldier that he was not 
willing to render himself.

was name* chief-of-stafC by President 
Wllaon, November 17, 1917. 


Under peace-time regulations, Scott 


.would be retired from the army Sep- 
tember 22, at which time he will reach 
the age of fi.l. But if the United States 
is still at war In September, there will 
bo no retirement for Gen. Scott. Ho" 
never did give up in the middle of a 
fight, nnd he's not ready to begin now.

in this service.. Dean Davenport, asserted 
that there is not now enough labor left 
npon the land to produce what America 
should consume and 
flint unless this 


farm labor is increased, the food supply 
"will drop to a level that may easily 
prove disastrous." 


In his statement. Dean Davenport said: 
"For generations food has been so 


abundant that it has often been act.unlly 
cheaper to waste than to save. But con- 
ditions 
have suddenly 
changed—over 


night «s it were—and we nre having 
food riots not only in hungry Kurope. not 
Only in congested New York, but in Chi- 
f»go. the very heart, of the greatest food- 
ppoducing region in the world. 
Thcso 


riots are attributed to high prices, but 
high prices mean something. They do 
not come of themselves, nor when there, 
is nn tibundnnce of food. Therefore, when 
the police are called out to put down 
the riots, it is well that statesmen and 
those in 
authority inquire 
into the 


causes, particularly now an we enter the 
greatest struggle in all history. 


People Ignorant of Shortage. 


"People do not generally know that n 


real shortage of food exists. They do not 
know that the last two years have been 
lean years upon the land, and that as 
mutters stand today, unless the coming 
season should be extremely exceptional, 
a Rcrioiis situation would confront us. 
When the food supply of Europe was cut 
down by war, they—the allies, at least— 
could look to importation, but no such 
prospect is held out to America. 
"Wo 


are at the end of the line, and if we 
fail that ends it. 


"People generally do not. realize the 


extent to which labor has been deserting 
the land for the last half dozen years and 
erecting conditions of employment that 
tend strongly to cut off the food supply, 


for the farmer cannot operate his farm 
on the eight-hour plan nor according to 
union rules. 
By the use of large aud 


still larger machinery, the farmer has 
done the best he could to make good the 
loss. He has worked his boys early and 
late and still he cannot, work his acres for 
high yields. Some lands arc being aban- 
doned and turned into cheap pasturage. 
The writer has seen crops plowed under, 
while he knows of harvests ungatheroil 
because labor could not be had for the 
gathering. No wonder the farmer works 
twelve to sixteen hours a day, and no 
wonder a considerable number are forced 
back into the self-sufficing system with 
no hope of working the land to the best 
advantage. 


Not Enough Labor on the land. 


"As we go into the greatest war of all 


time, and as our mind is on enlistment 
for service at. the front, let every Ameri- 
can citizen understand- ami realize what 
it means if he can — that there is not now- 
enough labor left upon the land to pro- 
duce what we ourselves should consume. 
What then of 
western Europe, whoso 


fields are devastated! Shall we then be 
driven to importation? Very well, from 
whom shall we import? and what? Ar- 
gentina has already placed an embargo 
upon wheat. The Canadian yield must 
decline, for many a man that ran a trac- 
tor on the plains of Alberta, and Sas- 
katchewan two years ago is now but a 
bundle of bones on the battlefields of 
France. 


"Shall wr tnen limit the food supply 


of the people? How then can we expect 
to win, for energy and power come only 
from food. A hungry people nrv*r has 
been and never can be a victorious peo- 
ple, besides it would require more men 
to enforce n restricted diefthan it would 
to produce enough to turn it scarcitv info 
an abundance, 


"America 1ms ncrrs enough if reason- 


tthly well worked t.o feed both herself 
and 
western Kurope. 
Hero lies 
her 


strength in the present struggle, if only 
she is wise enough to know it before sin- 
throws away her one great, and peculiar 
opportunity. 


May Mean Disaster. 


"But it will not take ran- of itself. 
If 


enlistment for service at the front is to 
be made indWriminntely and without 
plans to definitely increase labor on the 
land, then it is inevitable that, food will 
drop to a level that may easily prove 
disastrous. 


"But will not this rut off (he supply 


of labor for general manufacture? 
As- 


suredly it will, but now is u time to cut 
out luxuries of dress and display, if 
necessary, and get down to the serious 
business of meeting the exigencies in- 
volved in war. In the times just, ahead, 
the man or the woman thai indulges in 
excessive luxury is helping by just thai 
much to defeat the country. 
Thai he 


has the 'money to pay for it' has nolh- 
ing to do w i t h the question. When iiien

growth of small fruits, vegetables, eot- 
ton and tobacco- crop? that require much 
hand labor under conditions that make 
supervision feasible. 


"Every attempt 
should be made to 


place as many of them as possible upon 
nrluiil farms, under furlough and off gov- 
ernment pay, the workman-soldier to be 
paid by the fanner the 'going wage* of 
the locality, it being understood that if 
dissatisfaction arises, the man shall re- 
turn to camp and the lower wage. 


"The camp should be under military 


discipline and frequent but not exacting 
drill, for the first business is food pro- 
duction, and for this purpose the little- 
'army* should be under agricultural lead- 
ers skilled in the product ion of the spe- 
cial crops to be grown at the particular 
camp. There should also be located in 
connection with Hiese camps facilities 
for drying and otherwise preparing food 
for preservation and transportation. 


Possibilities Arc Great

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Should Work Both Ways. 


It is proposed 1h;it ;is a measure to rncourap;n farmers lo increase 


their acreage of foodstuffs (he government guarantee a minimum 
price. This is specially urged as tho thing to do in respect of wheat 
and corn. Any recourse that will effect the necessary increase of 
crops leaves little or nothing to be said against it, for the country is 
facing a diro situation. But it will bo a poor rule that cannot be made 
to -work both ways. If the farmers am to have guarantee that the 
great crops shall not operate to reduce prices below the profit line, the 
people should also have hostage that the maximum price shall not rise 
above their reach. In short, the government should take steps to pre- 
vent speculations in foodstuffs. 


This invites the attention of an instrumentality already created 


and in effective working order. The federal trade commission was de- 
signed to that purpose and already has rendered valuable service of 
the sort. It should go farther than it yet has gone in smashing the 
criminal conspiracies of the price-fixers. If the commission is in any 
respect or to any degree wanting in complete authority of law, con- 
gress should supply the legal deficiencies. The commission, working 
with the national food director just named by the national council of 
defense, ought to be able to afford protection to the public. 


War is always the occasion on which unpatriotic avarice battens 


and this war will be no exception if latitude bo given for ruthless 
speculation. It is not to be doubted that the people of this country are 
becoming well aroused not only to the necessities that confront 
them, but to patriotic duty. There will be country-wide response to 
the appeal for greater food production and for food conservation. The 
great masses of the people here and in the countries at war, which 
must largely depend upon us for food, should not be exposed to the 
repacitics of those whose only devotion is to gain. 


The Indiana Anti-Saloon league has refused to make common 


cause and join effort with the Indiana Dry federation to put prohi- 
bition in the state's new constitution. All other temperance forces in 
the state are reported to have pledged co-operation with the Dry fed- 
eration. It is unfortunate that this difference between the federation 
and the league is to prevent a complete solidarity of the prohibition 
elements. "While there appears no reason to question that prohibition 
•will go into the new organic law of the state, surety could be better 
made of the prospect if all the elements in favor of it were laboring to- 
gether in concord and with energy toward that achievement. The Dry 
federation as the chief factor in the enactment of statutory prohi- 
bition set out to consolidate the prohibition elements. The Anti-Sa- 
loon league was ready to be consolidated, but appears to have wanted 
to assume some sort of paramountcy in the coalition and that was dis- 
tasteful to the league. This ought not to be, if the reports are found- 
ed. The final triumph for prohibition will not be made easier or more 
certain by diversions and jealousies. 


Again let George do it. General George Goethals, who built the 


Panama canal after others had failed to get on well with it, has been 
designated by the president to build one thousand wooden ships of 
light draft for trans-Atlantic traffic, a measure designed to put pretty 
crimps in the German U-boat campaign. George will do it and once 
again show us just how ranch and how much more tho country is in his 
debt.

In 1S10 he command- 
ed the naval station in the West Indies.

tion of seed potatoes by soaking in cor- 
rosive sublimate or in formaldehyde is 
recommended by tho United States de- j 
partment of agriculture as a measure ' 
that will tend to improve the germina- 
tion and lessen the danger of scab. 


Such treatment 
is, on the whole, 


profitable, but has several limitations 
which should be clearly recognized to 
prevent disappointment. The object of 
disinfecting seed potatoes is to destroy 
the germs of scab and other surface 
parasites 
which might 
otherwise be 


planted with the seed and infect the new 
crop. Only surface infections are reached • 
by this method. It is only partially ef- 
fective against deep pits of common scab. 
Neither corrosive 
sublimate nor for- 


maldehyde, as ordinarily used, will de- 
stroy silver scurf. Either one will kill 
surface infections of blackleg, but neither 
will reach the internal infections com- 
mon 
in tubers 
from blackleg 
lulls. 


Neither Fusarium wilt nor late blight in- 
fection in potato tubers can be reached 
by any seed ^reatment, nor can any of 
the non-parasitic diseases of potatoes, 
such as mosaic, leaf roll and curly dwarf, 
thus be prevented, h-ee formers' bulletin 
544 for descriptions of tnese troubles. 


Select Disease-Free Seed. 


Clearly, therefore, the most important 


precaution against these diseases is to . 
elect clean, disease-free seed potatoes j 
roni healthy, vigorous plants, as det**r- 


by fi"ld inspection during the 


Towing season and at liarvest. Seed 
reatment. should then be applied as an 
Iditioual precaution.

How to Disinfect Seed. 


It is consiiii-rcd better to (rent, po- 


tatoes before they arc rut into seed, en- 
prci.'illy if I In- rut seed is to be very 
small.

The formaldehyde treatment consists 


in soaking the potatoes, before cutting, 
fur two hours in a solution made by ad- 
ding one pint of formaldehyde to thirty 
gallons of water. The solution; can hi 
used repeatedly. The gns treatment i:j 
no lunger recommended. 


• The corrosive sublimate treatment ii 
more effective than formaldchye, par- 
ticularly against, Khizoctonia, or russet 
scab, and powdery scab. Corrosive sub- 
limate is used nt. the rate of 1-1,000 for 
one and one-half,to two hours. Dissolve 
two ounces of the salt, in hot water and 
dilute to fifteen gallons. This is a deadly 
poison. Use with great care. It must 
be kept in wood, porcelain or glass ves- 
sels, as it attacks metal. Seed so treated 
must not be used in the household or left 
where animals can reach it. 


In using the corrosive sublimate dip 


f has been found that the solution bc- 
•omcs weaker each time it is used. The 
degree tn which the disinfectant is taken 
out of the solution varies according to 
the amount of dirt on the potatoes, the 
character of the wa.ter, and the kind of 
container. For practical purposes it will 
be sufficient to add one ounce of dis- 
solved corrosive sublimate to each thirty 
gallons of solution after each batch of po- 
tatoes 1ms been treated. When this has 
been done four times, throw away the 
old solution and prepare new solution. 


To treat large quantities of potatoes, 


set several barrels on a slightly elevated 
platform. Fit a plug in a hole in the 
bottom of each barrel, fill with potatoes, 
cover with solution, let stand two hours, 
draw off solution, and pour into another 
barrel. Increase the number of barrels in 
proportion to the quantity to be treated. 
Another method is to use a large wooden I 
vat or trough, into which the potatoes ' 
in sacks are lowered by a rope and pulley 
and later hauled out, drained and dried 
on storage bins.
